LINCOLN’S ELOQUENCE 
IN RECENT years we have been accustomed to having our presi- 
* dents speak 011 a great variety of topics. 
Thus we become ac­ 
quainted with their views and abilities outside the realm of pure­ 
ly political matters. 
It happens that the utterances of Abraham Lincoln outside his 
political deliverances are meager. 
His debates with Stephen 
A. 
Douglass, in which he gained fame as a speaker, and his Cooper 
Union address, in which he introduced himself to the East, dealt 
with issues long since passed away. 
His skill as a political orator 
was generally recognized but his reputation for eloquence in other 
lines was gained late and is founded on limited productions. 
The 
mass of his utterances while president had to do with the prosecu­ 
tion of the war. 
While clear and succinct they gave little oppor­ 
tunity for demonstration of his real powers of composition. 
Possibly the fact that Lincoln’s entire time was taken up with 
the prosecution of the war, and that the demands of the conflict 
submerged every other interest, may be responsible for Lincoln’s 
failure to leave more examples of his ability to say the proper 
word in the happiest way. 
That he had few equals* perhaps no 
superior, in facility of expression is now acknowledged. 
And this 
verdict of posterity, for it was not promptly recognized at the time, 
rests on two productions — the Gettysburg address and the second 
inaugural, 
in an address at Cambridge University some years ago Earl 
Curzon in citing supreme masterpieces of English eloquence men­ 
tioned three. 
One of these was the toast of William Pitt follow- 
ing the battle of Trafalgar. 
The others w'ere the two efforts of 
Lincoln noted above. 
For sympathetic expression of condolence 
the Mrs. Bixby letter is not less a model. 
Outside his political ut­ 
terances Abraham Lincoln did not leave a mass by which we may 
judge of his ability in expression but what he did leave is enough 
to stamp him a master of Einglish eloquence.

PRESIDENT’S PLEA FOR NAVAL LIMITATION 
pRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S invitation to the naval powers of the 
world to join the United States in further limitation of naval 
armaments is one which it will be impossible for them to belittle 
and difficult to evade. 
His call contains a definite proposal— the extension of the 
5-5-3 tonnagé ratio now applied to the battleships and aircraft car­ 
riers of the British Empire, United States and Japan to cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. 
The ratio for France and Italy in these 
classes would be left for separate determination. 
The proposal adheres to the established naval policy of this 
nation and should receive universal indorsement. 
Now that the United States has opened negotiations for the 
further limitation of naval armaments among the maritime pow­ 
ers of the world, all disputed issues should end immediately so 
that this work may not be hampered in any way. 
If they fail, it 
will be time enough to proceed with a definite building plan. 
In­ 
deed, it could not be avoided.

The United States has been recog­ 
nized as Japan s best customer, as it 
takes about 45 per cent of her ex 
ports and supplies about 30 per 
cent of her imports. 
It Is only in 1862 that Commo­ 
dore Perry opened that country to 
commerce and since then the Jap­ 
anese people have risen with re­ 
markable rapidity to take 
their 
stand among civilised nations. 
Of course their ideas and training 
are different from our, but that is 
no sign that they are any worse. 
Japan has made great strides in 
educating her common people and 
in extending the franchise. 
Only recently the news came that 
Baron Ryochi Kujo, who is a broth­ 
er of the Empress, is working as a 
poorly paid clerk and takes orders 
from everybody but the office boy 
in the institution, where he gets 
only $5<> a month, in order. 
he 
claims, “to find out how the com­ 
mon people make a living.’* 
The 
Baron likes his jon. He is a faith­ 
ful worker and is always on time. 
One of the saving graces of the 
Japanese people is that they are 
fond of work.

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
12.— The 
most severe storm wave of Febru­ 
ary will be expected to cross con­ 
tinent during week centering on 
15; this storm wave will be follow­ 
ed closely by a wave of somewhat 
less intensity centering on 20; storm 
tore© during storm wave centering 
on 15 is expected to be of greater 
intensity than during period cen­ 
tering on 20, and to move farther 
southward in its course, but tem­ 
perature extremes are expected to 
be greater during storm period cen­ 
tering on 20. Cold wave that is ex­ 
pected with and following storm 
centering on 20 will be expected to 
cause the greatest extremes of the 
month. 
Greatest extremes of tem­ 
peratures, relative to local normals, 
will be expected in north central 
and northeastern sections. 
Most 
precipitation of last half of Febru­ 
ary will occur with and following 
storm wavg centering on 20. 
Dur­ 
ing the average February, daily nor­ 
mal temperatures do not become 
much warmer in North America; 
normal temperatures for last day of 
month are about five degrees warm­ 
er in south and eight degrees warm­ 
er In north than for first day of 
month.

Moon Weather 
So long as no penalty is imposed 
upon those who consider moon pos­ 
itions and movements as factors to 
be reckoned with when forecasting 
weather changes, we may safely 
continue to use them in both fore­ 
casting and research in defiance of 
the edict from the official bureau^ 
to the effect that such influence 
cannot be. 
The moon not only in­ 
fluences our local weather, it is the 
most complicated and baffling in­ 
fluence until its method of influ­ 
ence is discovered; its influence has 
caused more wool gathering among 
orthodox investigators than all other 
influences combined; its influence 
hag caused most investigators of 
planetary influence to become hope­ 
lessly lost. 
There are times when 
the relative positions of planets 
will invert, turn upside down, the 
results that would be expected from 
the influence of our inconstant 
moon; those inversions have ruined 
the good intentions of many able 
Investigators. 
To 
determine 
the 
moon’s influence upon the atmo­ 
spheric changes of a given locality, 
not only the phase must be consid­ 
ered, but the exact position aud 
movement of the moon relative to 
that locality. 
Moon phases, such 
as New Moon and Full Moon, in­ 
fluence our atmospheric changes in 
as much as they are relative posi­ 
tions of sun, moon and earth, but 
to extract such phases to cause cer­ 
tain results in a certain locality 
would be as unreasonable as to ex­ 
pect the groundhog’s shadow to 
cause six weeks more winter.
